DeYoung Not to Make a Money

Bargains. 


By Telegraph to to The Times, 
SACRAMENTO, March 4.—[Special.] 
Today every department of the Gov- 
ernment received, through the mail, a 
circular written by a scavenger, which 
was intended to injure Mr. De Young’s 
candidacy for the Senate. The docu- 
ment was so contemptible that no one 
thought of it except with the wish 
that its author might be discovered 
aud sent to the penitentiary, as be 
richly deserves to be. As the docu- 
ment was printed, it will take some 
time to discover its author, but the 
postal authorities have the matter in 
band. 
Estee returned to his home last night 
; but left a representative in the person 
of S. T. Gage, who is quartered in room 
11 of the Depot Hote!. There has been 
anotion abroad, which grew out of 
President C. P. Huntington’s repeated 
orders and declarations, that the rail- 
road company is not in politics; that 
employés of the company of which Mr. 
Gage is one would not be permitted to 
take a hand in this Senatorial contest. 
Nevertheless Gage is actively at 


work here all the same. It 
must be understood, however, 
that he does not repfeseot' the 


railway company in this matter, but 
Mr. Stanford personally. In short, 
Estee is Stanford’s candidate and is 
being by Dragoman Gage, 
whereas the railroad. company itself, 
if it is for anybody, is not for Mr. Stan- 
ford’s candidate. There is good au- 
thority for the statement that Mr. 
Huntington’s choice is not Mr. Estee. 

De Young, according to the Chron- 
icle of+this mM#Orning, will not enter 
a money-contest for the Senator- 
ship, but would refuse tbe place if it 
had to be bought. he continued scan- 
} dal about the expected use of money in 
this fight is attracting more and more 
attention and the plain warnings on 


the part of several leading 
journals—the Examiner, the Call, 
the Bulletin, the Post and 


the Chronicle of San Francisco, 
and the Record Union of Sacramento 
are having the effect of causing alarm 
in the ranks of the purchasable ele- 
ment in the Legislature. Itis becom- 
ing every day more apparent that a 
money fight cannot be made without 
the certainty of exposure: and punish- 
ment, and a greater scandal than has 
ever yet disgraced the State in con- 
nection with a Senatoral election. 

The prompt denunciations of the 
leading newspapers are regarded as a 
healthy indication of a reformed public 
sentiment, the existence of which 
was less apparentfour years ago, and 
was not so marked even two 
months ago. This is considered 
proof that the people hold that the 
Legislature has gone quite far enough 
in doing the personal will of the sit- 
; | ting Senator, and that they expect his 
next colleague to be selected from the 
ranks of the people and not from the 
Senator’s persoval adherents or the 
corporation’s servants. 

Skirmishing will be renewed next 
Friday, after the funeral of Mr. 
Hearst. Meantime efforts to secure a 
caucus are continued. It will probably 
be successful. 

“Pomona county” got its quietus in 
the Senate today.

Law Tends to Socialism. 
LoNpon, March 4.—{[By Cable and 


Associated Press.} At a banquet at 


}the Chamber of Commerce tonight 


Lord Salisbury said that hostile tariffs 
and an excess of protection feeling 
were the only clouds on the bright out- 
look for commerce. In America, how- 
ever, ultra protection had been changed 
by the people in the last election. lKe- 
verting to the labor question, he said 
the eight-hour proposal attacked a 
vital principal of individual, 
liberty. Parliament bad right 
to interfere with adults. He would be 
no party to legislation to tie individual 
effort or cramp the freedom of trades. 
If the eight-hour day were conceded 
to miners it would be impossible to 
withhold it from other trades, and 
once we pass the Rubicon separating 
us from the domain of socialism, our 
commercial and industrial supremacy 
would be lost and ditlicult to recapture. 

In its financial article the Times de- 
clines to believe that there is any 
serious danger of important failures. 

Tbe Standard is more pessimistic. 
It fears that ‘‘undertakers will be 
called in to prominent South Ameri- 
can firms understood to be in difficul- 
ties.”’ 

The Times is surprised at the pas- 
sage of the Copyright Bill by the 
Americans, and says: “‘This conquest 
of civilization has been long in com- 
ing, but at last it is our pleasurable 
duty to welcome it.

GREAT DAMAGE IN THE VICINITY 
OF PHCNIX, ARIZ. 


The City Cut Off From Rallroad 
Communication—A Bréak In 
a Sacramento Levee. 
Causes Havoc.

There is abundant moisture 
in this breeze, but passing so rapidly 
over the heated earth it has no oppor- 
tunity to collect in masses, and in 
crossing tke coast region comes in con- 
tact with no currents of air cold 
enough to precipitate it. Occasionally 
this moisture-laden Vreeze encounters 
a cold wave from the Rocky Mountain 
district, the result being the heavy 
thunderstorms which eccurin Arizona - 
and the territory lying east of the 
Serra: Nevads 

Three things are necessary to pro- 
duce rainfall. 1. <A suflicient quan- 
tity of water in nature’s storage reser- 
voirs. 2. Heat, to cause evaporation. 
3. Cold, to cause precipitation. <A

factor. Were all the tillable land west 
of the Sierra Nevadas under cultiva- 
tion itis safe to say that its capacity 
to retain storm-water would not be in- 


cement. 

It is a most disgusting and irritating 
fact that a majority of public improve- 
ments, constructed with the hard- 
earned money of taxpayers, should be 
imperfect and rotten. Sewers con- 
structed in this manner are certainly 
far worse than none at all. The filth 
will lodge in crevices and breed disease. 
The contractor who is responsible for 
this work has not yet completed his 
job. Let bim be held to strict account- 
ability to the city for the imperfections 
which have been found and _ those 
which may yet be discovered. The 
public is growing awfully weary of 
this continued tale of executive imbe- 
cility and contractive corruption.

The Senate had taken a 
recess just before daylight until 9 
o’clock, and the hall of the House was 
the scene of litter and confusion. 


_ There was an unusually large attend- 


ance of members, but it was also an 
unusually disorderly assembly. The 
Speaker appeared to be the most serene 
person in the vast hall. Certain Rep- 
resentatives tilted themselves back 
their chairs or threw them- 
selves upon ample lounges and were 
more or less advanced toward sound 
slumbers. The sharp voice of the 
Speaker rang out as clearly as ever, 
calling for order and in remonstrance 
with the unruly members who sought 
to indulge in ‘“‘horseplay.’’ As the day 
grew, signs of life outside the hall of 
the House multiplied. Members who 
had stolen off for the night to their 
homes began to drop in quietly. 

‘The Senate doors were reopened, and 
a large ciass of people who take inter- 
est in Congressional death-struggles 
began to flock to the Capitol, and to 
sext themselves in the galleries, and 
the lust day of the session was fairly 
begun. 

All the greater purt of the worning 
there was an intermmittent babel of 
shouts tor recognition trom anxious 
members of the House who crowded 
around the open space in front of the 
Speaker’s desk and resorted to loud 
calls, vociferous remarks, and all man- 
mers of devices to attract attention. 
‘Lhe House was in a critical mood and 
those members who were fortunate 
enough to catch the Speaker’s eye 
found that they still had a hard road 
to travel to the presidential 
ven fer .it was pot an easy 
matter to secure the necessary two- 
thirds majority to have the rules sus- 
pended aud their bills passed. Mean- 
while the contferrees on the Deficiency 
Bill, the only Appropriation bill re- 
maining to be acted on, were earnestly 
endeavoring to remove the stumbling 
biocks in the way of an agreement.

THE INTERNATIONAL LINE, 


Preliminary Arrangements for Sur- 
veying the Route. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The International 
Railway Commission met today and 
arranged preliminaries. William F. 
Shunk of Pittsburgh, formerly con- 
nected with the Pennsylvania railroad, 
was seletted as organizing engineer, 
and he will have charge of the survey- 
ing work, Other civil engineers will 
be selected to assist him, and he is 
also promised the codperation of local 
engineers in each of the countries 
through which the proposed road is to 
pass. There will be three surveying 
parties including the military party al- 


ready assigned to the Central American 
station. 

The other two parties will be under 
the immediate supervision of Shunk, 
and will work respectively north and 
south from a central point in Colombia. 
The principal difficulty in the survey is 
crossing the mountains in Colombia. 
Shunk’s experience in mountain rail- 
road engineering will be valuable in 
that connection. 

It is estimated that it will take eigh- 
teen months to complete the survey 
with the present force.

What the Fifty-first Congress 
Accomplished. 


Review of Some of the Important Meas- 
ures That Were Before It. 


List of the More Noteworthy Laws 
That Were Enacted. 


Only a Few Vetoes as Compared 
With the Fiftteth Congress—

Work Performed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—|By the 
Associated Press.} Of the work of 
tne Fifty-first Congress three meas- 
ures, any of which in intrinsic im- 
portance and popular interest would 
be sufficient for a national issue, stand 
forth prominent among all others. The 
first is the McKinley Tariff Bill, which 
became a law; the second is the Silver 
Bill, on which, at the first session, a 
compromise was affected, based on 
the monthly purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver, which in. turn 
was followed by more radical measures 
that failed of passage; and the third is 
the Federal Elections Bill, which, after 
a protracted struggle, failed in the Sen- 
ate to roach a decisive vote. 

Radical innovations in the rules of 
the House added interest to its pro- 
ceedings, and determined but fruitless 
efforts to adopt the most vital of these 
innovations formed a part of the his- 
tory of the latter part of the session of 
the Senate. 

Evenin its mortuary record, this 
Congress was remarkable, the call of 
death having summoned no fewer 
than twelve of its Representatives and 
three of its Senators. 

The total appropriation of this Con- 
gress will reach $1,000,000,000. 

During the Fiftieth Congress 161 
bills were vetoed and during the Fifty- 
first Congress 14. 

Among the bills which became law 
are these: The Copyright Bill, Private 
Land Court Bill, Postal Subsidy Bill, 
Indian Depredations Claim Bill, Tim- 
ber and Preémption Law Repeal 
Bill, Customs Administrative 
Bill, General «Land Forfeiture 
Bill, the bill to relieve the Supreme 
Court by the establishment of an inter- 
mediate court of appeal, the United 
States Judges’ Salary Bill, the World’s 
Fair Bill, Wyoming and Idaho Admis- 
sion Bill, Anti-Lottery and Anti-Trust 
bills, Reapportionment Bill, Immigra-

ane Bill and Army Reorganization 

ill. 

The Paddock Pure Food Bill, Nica- 
ragua Canal Bill, Pacitic Railroad 
Funding Bill, Inter-state Commerce 
Bill and bill to permit limited pooling 
are among the measures which failed 
to reach a vote in either house. 

The following are some of the Senate 
bills which failed to pass the House: 
Bill to provide for the free coinage of 
silver; enlarging the rights of home- 
steaders and pre-emptors on public 
lands; reviving the grade of Lieuten- 
ant-General of the army; for the ex- 
ploration and survey of the interior of 
Alaska. 

The following House Bilis failed to 
pass the Senate: Bill to transfer the 
revenue marine service to the navy; 
for pensioning telegraph operators 
during the war. 

Awong the measures on which 
neither house acted (except in some 
cases by committees) were: ‘The 
Sub-Treasury and Farm Mortgage 
Bill; Service Pension Bill; Can- 
adian Keciprocity Resolution Bill, 
to encourage the construction 
of an intercolonial railway, postal sav- 
ings bank and postal telegraph bill, to 
the Butler bill to aid negroes to immi- 
grate to Africa; woman suffrage and 
income tax bill, and various otber radi- 
ca: financial and political measures. 

In the Fifty-first Congress 14,033 
bills were introduced in the House, 
and 5120 in the Senate. In the Fiftieth 
Congress 12,554 bil!s were introduced 
in the House, and 4000 in the-Senate. 

In the Fifty-tirst Congress 297 joint 
resolutions (or 28 more thanin the 
Fiftieth) were introduced in the 
House, and ip the Senate 169 joint ree- 
olutions (24 more than in the Fiftieth) 
were introduced. The bills that be- 
came laws durivg the Congress just 
ended numbered 2186. In the Fiftieth 
®ougress 1524 bills were enacted, 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


Result of the Investigation of a Con- 
gressional Committee. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—] By the As- 
sociated Representative Leh!- 
bach today made a report tothe House 
on the result of the visit of the sub- 
committee of the Immigration Com- 
mittee of the Ilouse and Senate to the 
Pacific Coast to investigate the Chinese 
question.

The reason [I ask is because 
my house makes from two hundred 
and eight totwo hundred and eleven 
tons of dog cakes per week, and if the 
prospect were good | could induce 
them to either start a factory in Cali- 
fornia or else arrange with some guood 
baking company in Los Angeles.”’ It 
might pay to import a lotof dogs, it 
need be, to get a canine cracker fac- 
tory located here. No. 9 proves the 
per a to be a practical man.

Vermont's Centennial. 

Bennington is looking forward to a 
gigantic celebration next summer. The 
act of the legislature providing for a 
celebration of the hundredth anniversary 
of the admission of Vermont into the 
Union, and for the dedication of the 
Benningfon battle monument, Aug. 19, 
1891, makes the governor, with the lieu- 
tenant governor, speaker of the house, 

state treasurer and secretary of staté, a 
cominittee of fiy@ who shall make the 
necessary arrangements and have gen- 
eral charge and nanagement of the cere- 
monies atiending the dedication of the 
monument and the centennial cclebra- 
tion. 

The committee shall invite in the 
name of the state of Vermont the na- 
tional government and the states of 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts to 
unite with Vermont in the dedication 
and celebration. Furthermore, the com- 
mittee shall issue in the name of the 
state all invitations to invited guests, 
and shall call the annual encampment 
of the National Guard of Vermont. It 
is discretionary with these officials what 
amount of money to spend, The re- 
sponsibility of the celebrations is on the 
state and not the battle association nor 
the people of Bennington. 

The battle of Bennington was fought 
Aug. 16, 1777, but as Aug. 16 next year 
will fall on Sunday it was deemed best 
to have the celvrations in the middle 
of the week for the convenience: of 
those who may co:ne from a distance, 
and for this reason Wednesday, Aug. 19, 
was cesignated by the legislature. —Bur- 
lington Free Press. 


Eugenie’s Cousin Casafuerta Dead. 

- Our Paris correspondent writes that a 
cousin of the Empress Eugenie, the Mar- 
quis de Casafuerta, has just died at the 
Chateau d’Orfasnir, in Touraine. His 
father, who was said to be only second 
in wealth to the Duke of Ossuna, lived 
for many years in what might be termed 
a domain, the wall of which skirted one 
side of the Rue des Ecuries d’ Artois, and 
apart of whatin his time was the Rue 
de l’Oratoire. During the empire Queen 
Isabella, to be agréeable to the Empress 
Eugenie, arranged that the late marquis 
was to be permanently attached to the 
Spanish embassy in Paris, and he was 
one of the most influential persons be- 
longing to the inner circle of the em- 
press. 

He was charged, though quite a young 


man, with the confidential negotiations 


between the emperor and Marshal Nar- 
vaez for the sending of a Spanish milita- 
ry force to Rome to replace that which 
France kept at the Eternal City to pro- 
tect the pope. Eut carefully as the se- 
cret of Queen Isabella’s consent was 
kept it leaked out, and Prince Bismarck 
and Signor Rattazzi put their heuds 
together, and by getting her dethroned 
defeated the scheme.—London News. 


The Bank of France’s Big Loan. 
The recent loan of 75,000,000 francs 


-in gold by the Bank of France to the 


Bank of England is still the object of 
acrimonious criticism. Here is how the 
75,000,000 was transferred from the 
lender to the borrower. The loan was 


made in ingots of fine gold at the mar-f 


ket rate on the day of trarisfer. The 
Bank of England was obliged to send to 
Paris an agent supplied with an English 
treasury. bond signed by the first lord of 
the treasury asaguarantee of reimburse- 
ment. 

The ingots were delivered in three in- 
stallments of 25,009,000 each, on threo 
different days, in the court yard of the 
Bank of France, to the English repre- 
sentative, and from that moment the 
precious metal was entirely at thé lat- 
ter’s risk.

Increase in Telegraphic Figures. 

The increase in the ocean cable and 
land telegraph facilities during the dec- 
ade is again indicative of the growth of 
the city of New York, for the entire sys 
tem is tributary to and greatly depend- 
ent upon the metropolis. In 1830 there 
were 185,645 miles of cables in existence. 
In 1890 there were 288,917. The West- 
ern Union and Postal companies now’ 
control 778,997 miles of wires, against a 
total of 233,534 in 1880. There were 
10,077 offices in operation during 1880, 
but their number has now been increased 
to 22,382. The total number ef mes- 
sages sent over the wires in 185s was 
$9,512,904, but the totalis now estimated 
for 1890 at 83,784,627. The receipts for 1880 
wére $16,827,945. Last year they were 
234,783,282. 
$7,383.379, but during the year 1890 they 
are estimated at $10,123,2%. The ex- 
penses for 1880 were §8,490,205, while 
for last year the estimate is $12,740,609.
